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MINUTES OF THE THIRTY-THIRD CONVENTION 


Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod 


OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


Pursuant to the call of the Hon. President, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States met in its thirty- 
third biennial convention, for the first time as a delegate body, 
in the Ev. Luth. St. Paul’s Church, Rev. M. C. Hecht pastor, 
at Dayton, O., on the 3d of September, 1896, at 9:00 a.m. The 
worthy President, C. H. L. Schuette, preached the Synodical 
sermon on Matt. 16, 18. 19, after which Synod was formally 
opened by him according to the liturgy of Synod. 

The sessions of Synod, with few exceptions, were held in the 
spacious and beautiful School Hall of St. Paul’s congregation. 
The roll call showed present 54 voting members, 20 advisory 
members and forty guests; total114. They are distributed among 
the different districts as follows:

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


In the Lord Jesus Beloved Fathers and Brethren: 


For the first time in its history the Ev. Lutheran Synod of Ohio and 
adjacent States is, as its revised statutes require, assembled as a delegate 
bedy. I think I am safe in saying that not one among us looks upon this 
event with feelings of unmixed pleasure. Of the many brethren that were 


‘wont to meet with us on occasions of this kind in the years gone by not 


a few will be found absent. And among them there are those whose faces 
we shall not see again in this present life. The good Lord, whom they 
have served to the end of their days, has called them to a greater assem- 
bly where the sorrows of sin and of separation are alike unknown, and 
where He is pleased to fill them with purest joys and to crown them with 
highest honors for ever more. They are at home. Let us hold their 
memory sacred until we also shall be permitted to enter each one the abode 


prepared for him in heavenly places by Jesus his Lord. 


Of the living it is to be sincerely hoped that many, though not del- 


' egated, will yet meet with us as guests and make full and free use of the 


privileges accorded to them as such by the constitution.” Nevertheless, 


. there will be many dear brethren whose communion and counsel we highly 


prize, that will not be permitted to be present. Concerning these absent 
ones I am confident that they will be with us in spirit, and that in these 
days for us of high duty and great responsibility, they will remember us 
with their prayers and intercessions before the throne of grace. 

And here it may not be out of place to remind ourselves of the fact 
that the reorganization of our Synod is in no sense an arbitrary act on 
the part of its members nor a mere experiment called for by a spirit of 
innovation among them; but that they have been driven to it by the force 
of circumstances. Its rapid increase in membership and the wide extension 
of its borders and the stress of things connected therewith, and nothing 
else, have made it necessary for Synod to reorganize itself; and it may 
‘be added, with great reluctance and not without misgivings about its 
practicability. In this respect, then, and for the reasons given I think 
there is no ground for fears that the Lord’s blessing will be upon us hence- 
forth in measures less plentiful than it has been in the past. 

However, inthis connection we do well not to close our eyes to the dis- 
advantages that may result from our present organization. Whether 


- under the new order of things the transaction of business can and will be 


expedited and made more thorough, as some expect it will, is still an open 


question and one which the future can alone decide. Be that as it may, = — 
certain it is that with its limitation the accountability of representation... 


has been greatly enhanced; and, moreover, that the lines of communica- 
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tion between the Synod on the one hand and the congregations as its 
constituent members on the other have been considerably loosened. Thus 
far every congregation or charge has been entitled to its own representa- 
tion taken from its own midst; now and from now on this precious right 
is accorded to a combination of ten parishes. How now are the delegates 
to report, and render account for Synod’s proceedings to the electoral 

precincts by whom they have been respectively chesen? I consider this 
* to be a question of the greatest practical importance, for if the assembled 
body resolves upon things good and useful in all possible wisdom, it stands 
to reason that if such resolutions be not seconded and carried into effect 
by the congregations, the labor of the body corporate has been spent in 
vain. 

Inasmuch then as a personal report by each delegate to the congre- 
gations he represents is impracticable and therefore no longer to be 
thought of, the following is submitted to your honorable body by way of. 
substitutes: 

In the first place, a more general distribution of the printed minutes 
of Synod; and the minutes themselves so drawn up that they state the rea- 
sons urged pro and con upon every resolution under consideration. Sec- 
ordly, a discussion of the more important measures of Synod at the meet- 
ings of conferences, districts and of congregations. And, finally, upon 
some subjects, a free distribution of circular letters prepared for that 
purpose, and an extensive sale of penny tracts. If we make up our minds 
to proceed along lines here marked out, then we may expect, God 
helping us, in oneness of mind and in union of forces. to be able to pre- 
serve our common faith and to discharge our common work in the days 


before us no less than we have done so in days gone by. ENE 


As a matter of course, our first care must be about the precious faith 
we have thus far been permitted to live and walk by. It is certainly a 
matter of deep regret that for some years past the business interests of 
Synod have so taken up its time that stated doctrinal discussions and the 
mutual edification connected with them have been pushed into the back- 
ground. And yet it is just these, indoctrination and edification, that we 
have need of most of all. The system of our faith is so profoundly com- 
prehensive that none can be said to have mastered it, whilst some are not 
more than beginners. 
Thanks be to God! it can be said in praise of our Synod that thus 
- far no strange fires have been permitted to burn upon the altars of its 
churches, and that from the pulpits within its bounds its ministers have 
everywhere held fast to the pure Word of God, wisely shunning profane 
and vain babblings both old and new. Is such to be our praise in the | 
future, and in addition to it this other, that our people have proclaimed 
_ to them the entire counsel of God for their salvation and that this word 
of the Gospel is rightly divided to them, then must we also as a Synod

take heed to the doctrine we have subscribed to and the manner in which 
the same is taught among us. 


Above all is this to be insisted on with reference to the cardinal doc- 
trine of our Church as the Church of the Reformation, to wit: justification 
by grace for Christ's sake and through faith alone. The same holds true, 
however, and with equal force, as regards another article of our faith; 
and one that is co-ordinate to the first and should be so dealt with. I here 
refer to the doctrine of our sanctification as by the same grace of God, 
for the sake of the same Christ, and alone through the same faith. As 
a sin-cursed and sin-ridden people we have need of both for our salvation. 
And as we have need of so do we desire the entire Christ of God in un- 
divided fullness. We desire Him in even measure on His part as both our 
righteousness and our sanctification; and, again, we desire Him and His 
gifts on our part in the even measure of faith and of love. 


It is true that a clear and clean distinction is to be observed between a 
sinner’s justification on the one hand and between his sanctification, as 
consisting in regeneration and renewal, on the other. These are two en- 
tirely different and distinct acts of God’s superabounding grace. But in 
point of fact they are not to be separated; nor can they be; for in reality 
they do not constitute acts each one complete in itself and independent 
of the other but rather are they the constituent parts of such an act, to wit, 
of man’s salvation as the work of God. Much as they differ and are to 
be kept apart logically, actually they always set in at the same time and are 
bound together. : 

As a matter of fact these two acts of divine grace are so closely con- 
nected and related that the words used to designate them respectively 
are, both in Scripture and in church language, occasionally employed in- 
terchangeably. “For justificari, to justify, signifies at one time that an 
unrighteous man be mede righteous or be born again; and, at another 
time, that he be declared righteous. Even as the Scriptures thus use the 
term.” See Miiller p. 100. And then that the same can be said of the 
word sanctification can be readily inferred from such passages as Eph. 5, 
26; Heb. 10, 10; and others of the same import. 

On the other hand our Confessions are very careful to warn us against 
all confusion of these two acts as also against the fatal errors that are sure 
to result from their identification. “It is correctly said that believers who ~ 
have been justified by faith in Christ have, in this life, received first the 
imputed righteousness of faith and thereupon also the incipient righteous- 
uess of the new obedience or of good works. But these two must not — 
be confounded or at the same time be given a place in the article of our 
justification before God by faith. For whereas this incipient righteous- 


ness or renewal within us is, on account of the flesh, quite imperfect and 
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unclean in this present life, it cannot in the least avail a person before the 

judgment seat of God; for before God’s judgment the righteousness of the 

obedience, sufferings and death of Christ, imputed unto faith, alone avail- 

eth, so that on account of Christ’s obedience alone a person is accept- 

able to God and is received of Him unto adoption and the inheritance of 

good works as before.” Miller p. 617. 


Justification is an act of God exterior to and in behalf of man; sanc- 
tification, on the other hand, is a divine process which takes place within 
man and by which a change is brought about in his moral nature. The 
formher is a judicial act, and the latter a creative act; howbeit, both of the 
same mercy of God. By virtue of the first the perfect righteousness of 
Christ is imputed to man unto a complete covering of the guilt and unto 

a full remission of the punishment of his sins; by the latter the power 
of sin is broken within him and he himself is born again, furnished with 
new life-powers and trained unto a truly godly life. By his justification 
he is placed into a relation of friendship, by his sanctification into a re- 
lation of kinship with God. “Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is 
a new creature: old things are passed away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” 2 Cor. 5,17. Christianity is, in its inmost nature, a life; a 
life of God, in Him, unto Him, yea, and with Him. 

The merit acquired for man by his Savior consists not only in the 
inestimable good of a full and free forgiveness of all sin, but also in the 
no less precious gift of the Holy Ghost inclusive of all His sanctifying 

and saving virtues. In view of both, to wit, the justifying and the sanc- 
tifying merit of Christ, faith in Him has the same office, the office of ap- 
propriation and preservation; and it is not correct to speak of sanctifi- 
cation as a mere result or product of justification only. — 


Although the newly-planted godly life and its blossoms and fruits 
are, throughout this life, imperfect and forever absolutely without any 
merit before God, yet does the Father look upon this life of His children 
with fond and hearty pleasure. Merit can be ascribed only to the right- 
eousness of Christ mercifully acquired for man, and graciously imparted 
to him through faith; and this righteousness of Christ constitutes the 
one and only groiind and reason of man’s acceptance by God to His grace oF 
and favor. The sanctification of the man thus accepted, however, is the 
only thing that enables him to comfort himself with, and to rejoice in, 
the grace he has been admitted to. 

The gracious remission of sin is indeed a strong motive for the bet- | 
terment of one’s life; nevertheless, it is only one motive among others. 
And the fact to be emphasized here is, that the regeneration of a man to ewe. 
a man of God and his training. as such to final perfection, constitutes : . 
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a direct and distinct act of divine grace; and then, furthermore, that this 
act is of such import and importance that, in the divine plan of salva- 
tion, it is of equal moment with and placed co-ordinate to, the act of justi- 
fication. But speaking of the one or the other, all the praise is Christ's 


~“‘who of God is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctifica- 


tion, and redemption: that, according as it is written, He that glorieth, 
let him glory in the Lord.” 1 Cor. 1, 30. 31. 


To save time and space I have expressed myself on the relation of 
justification and sanctification in a very brief and even somewhat dis- 
connected manner; yet I trust that enough has been said to stimulate 
further thought on this all important subject. I have felt myself con- 
strained to say the little I did because I labor under the impression that 
in our own midst a clearer and fuller attention might be given to the mat- 
ter of personal holiness than it is wont to receive. Besides, I cherish the 
fond hope that these few lines may serve to awaken and strengthen within 
our souls the anxious yet hopeful groanings of the apostle St: Paul: “O 
wretched man that I am! Who shall deliver me from the body of this 
death? I thank God through Jesus Christ, our Lord.” Rom. 7, 24. 25. 


BUSINESS MATTERS. 
DEFERRED BUSINESS. 


On matters postponed for action at this session of Synod, the Prelimi- 
nary Committee will, at the proper time, report to your honorable body, 
and they may therefore here be passed by. 


ATTENDANCE AT DISTRICT MEETINGS. 


In compliance with Sec. 4, 0. of the By-Laws I have during the past 
two years attended the sessions of all the Districts of Synod, three of 
them twice and the other seven once; and it affords me pleasure to state 
that, upon the whole, I can speak in the most favorable terms of what I 
have seen and heard at these meetings. ; 

I am deeply impressed with the fact that our brethren everywhere are 
earnestly bent on building up the kingdom of God from without no less 
than from within the congregations committed to their charge. Whoever 
will take the trouble to peruse the doctrinal discussions and the business 
transactions as they appear in the minutes of these several bodies cannot 
but reach the same conclusion. 

When we are credibly informed how, beyond our lines, the bonds of 


brotherly unity are often severed by personal and petty envyings and how 
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the will of God is set at naught by a free resort to political wire-pulling, 
we can thank God that among us there is little or no cause of complaint 
touching evils of that kind. From the observations | have made I am 
glad to say that vacancies are filled with an eye single only to persons’ 
fitness for the place, be these vacancies offices of Synods, pastorates or 
mission posts. Let us humbly beseech our God that He would cause this 
spirit of disinterested loyalty to the Clasaich to abide with us everywhere 
and that He vouchsafe to each and all of us hearts ever ready and willing 
to do the work He calls us to. 

As may be seen from statements made above, I have not carried out 
the provision of Sec. 4, 0. to the letter of its wording; and this, to save the 
expense of it. I would be pleased to have the brethren of Synod express 
themselves on this matter and state whether I have properly interpreted 
the meaning of Sec. 4, or not.. 


FINANCES. 


In order to improve the condition of the General Treasury and to 
place the latter upon a sound basis in the course of time, I have undertaken 
the endowment of our several institutions, beginning with those at Colum- 
bus. To this end I have endeavored to secure scholarships, legacies and 
the endowment of professorships. : 

The scholarships referred to are of two kinds; the one is intended to 
cover the tuition of a student in perpetujty, and ior which a capital fund 
of $800 is required; the other is intended to defray, in perpetuity, all the 
expenses of a student on an investment of a cash capital of $3,000.

I am permitted here to state that our dear brother, Rev. G. Baugh- 
man, of Eaton, O., and his wife have, by their last will and testament, 
made provision to endow a theological professorship in our Seminary at 
Columbus. On $5,000 already paid on this account an annuity note, bear- 
ing 5 per cent interest, has been given them and on which they may draw 
on us during their natural lives. 

With regard to his financial duties and efforts generally, the President 
of this body will need the hearty cooperation of all the brethren of Synod. 
If this be accorded him the enterprise set on foot may, with the help of 
God, be expected to succeed; otherwise not. 

With reference to the ever-increasing burden of OUR DEBT and the 
anxious questions this gives rise to, I have this to say:— 

In the first place, unless proof be furnished that our labor is too much 


_ for our strength or that in anything we have undertaken something to 


which the Lord has not called us, there can be no thought of unburdening 
ourselves of any portion of-it. Every proposition with that end in view 
would be sinful; for in whatsoever things it pleases God to employ us, 
it behooves us to render Him immediate and constant obedience, and not 
to confer with the flesh and blood of man. Comp. Gal. 1, 15. 16. To 
provide the necessary means and strength is the Lord’s business, and not 
ours. Dear brethren, what we stand in need of in this day of our distress 
is not so much a flush of gold and silver as a gracious outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost to create within us obedient, trustful and selfsacrificing hearts 
devoted to the Lord’s cause. This grace given us, let it be our chief care 
by patient instruction and personal example to provoke one another to 
love and good works; for I am pursuaded that a decrease of our Synodical 
indebtedness can be brought about only by an increase of godliness among 
us and among our people. The debt that weighs upon us is also a ser- 
mon; and happy those, be they pastors or laymen, who can with a good 
conscience give ear to its accusing voice. 

In the second place: in case we should arrive at the conclusion, as 
I hope we will, that in faithfulness to our Lord we cannot abandon any 
of the work we have undertaken, the question still remains whether a sav- 
ing of expenses cannot be effected in some way and whether additional re- 
sources might not be opened and be made available. Would it not be pos- 
sible, for example, by some change or another, to make our periodical pub- 
lications a source of income? Again, has not the time arrived for us to stay, 
for the present, at least, all further extensions of our publishing house and 
require the Book Concern to pay a small per cent of its annual net profits 


to the General Treasury? ond questions beg your honcr- 


able body to take into thorough consideration.

There can be no doubt that a division of our forces must result in in- 
jury to the body general, and cripple its work. If our connection with 
Synod is earnestly meant, then must we work with it and not apart from it; 
and in all questions of policy we must be ever ready to yield our personal 
opinions and preferences to the jurisdiction of the body we have become 
members of. This is the basis of all united action; and I beg our congre- 
gations, our pastors, and our teachers at no time to lose sight of it. It 
would be a great gain in more ways than one il, for example, the same 
books and periodicals—issued by Synod—could he introduced into all the 
congregations and schools connected with us. This is a Synodical pride 
or patriotism that is entirely justifiable; and for this more room might 
be given in our ranks than has hitherto been accorded it. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


@) In my opinion it might prove of advantage to our work at large 
if in connection with convention of Synod the several District Presidents 
present were to hold a conference by themselves. At such meetings much 
good counsel and useful information might be obtained which would en- 
able these brethren to act more intelligently in the discharge of certain 
of their duties. 

b) There is a discrepancy between the chartered names of this Synod 
and its theological seminary at Columbus. The former is “The Ev. Luth. 
Synod of Ohio and adjacent States;” the latter is “The Gérman Luth. 
Seminary of the German Luth. Synod of Ohio and adjacent States.’” 
These names should be reconciled by due process of law; and I suggest that 
in the name of the former “adjacent” be changed to “other;” and then, 


that the name of the seminary be so amended that it read “The Theological 


Seminary of the Ev. Luth. Synod of Ohio and other States.” 


¢) Synod should have a seal; and I hope that favorable action will be . 
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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


@) It would be well also for this Synod to resolve that private petitions 
‘for aid unless properly countersigned by officers of Synods, shall not be 
published in our papers; and furthermore, that no attention be paid them 
if by some other means they find their way into our congregations. 

€) I recommend that for stated collections special seasons or days be 
set apart among us, and that our congregations be requested in love to 
adapt themselves to such arrangement if made. This would do away with 
certain disorders. It has occurred that whilst some of our papers endeav- 
ored to enthuse their readers for some special object on some particular 
day, others have labored with these same people for efforts in other di- 

- gections. Such clashings of interest ought not to be. 

fy Lastly, I recommend that all bequests of $100 and over, if not 
stipulated otherwise, be invested as an endowment fund for the benefit of 
the institution or treasury for the benefit of which the bequest has been 
made. 

One more remark, and Iam done. As brethren in Christ and as work- 
ers together with God and with one another in the same cause, the as- 
sumption is that we all desire to have only such action taken as will best 
promote the end we have in view in common. Much therefore as we may 
differ in opinion on propositions of polity, there can be no reasonable 
ground for bitterness of feeling and for personal wranglings among us. 
Accordingly, I express the hope that nothing of that sort will disturb the 
peace whilst we take counsel together on affairs pertaining to the king- 
dom of God and to the salvation of precious souls. 

“Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead our Lord 
Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the ever- 
lasting covenant, make you perfect in every good work to do His will, 
working in you that which is wellpleasing in His sight, through Jesus —

ORGANIZATION OF SYNOD. 


After the reading of the President’s report, Synod pro- 


ceeded to the election of officers. Upon motion the Order of 
Business was suspended in so far as it refers to the election of 
President and Vice-Presidents, in order that Synod might learn 
as to the feasibility of continuing the office of General Presi- 
dent. This matter came up for consideration in the 13th session. 
The question was asked: Does the office of General President, 
especially at this time of our great financial need, justify the out- 


lay? To this it was replied that the importance and usefulness _ 


of this office cannot be valued in dollars and cents. The finan- 
cial part of this office is by no means its most important func- 
tion, especially since we now assemble as a delegate body. For 
this reason, if for none other, the office ought to be retained. In 
many districts much desirable information could not be obtained 
until the present arrangement was made; unity of spirit could 
not so well be maintained, but by means of this office all are 
brought into closer contact and touch with each other and are 
made to feel that they all have common interests, though many 
thousand miles apart. 

The Mission Board also testified that the General President 
had been of material service to them, inasmuch as they had 
been enabled to obtain a better view of the whole field and to 
act more intelligently. To obtain this information would have 
meant a considerable outlay of money. The worthy President 
also stated that he had attended all the districts at least once in 
the past two years, visited many conferences, and been pres- 
ent at many meetings of boards, etc, took part in the discussion 
at each, which necessarily required preparation; and then that 
on an average he had preached once every Sunday. In addi- 
tion to this there is an extensive correspondence to attend to. 
What the Hon. President did for Synod financially is given in his. 


‘report, and at the present time he has in view no less than 20 
scholarships. It was decided to retain the office of General Pres—

God's rich blessings have rested upon the work of Capital Univer- a 
sity during the past two years; by His help we have made some progress, , 
and hope in the future for still greater prosperity. 

There were in attendance during the school year 1894-1895 in the J 
College proper and in the Preparatery Department 105, during the year + 5 
1895-1896 just 100. Two classes were graduated containing 17 and 16 ; 
members respectively, each of whom received the title A. B. This title ; 
was also given to one other student who passed the examinations for it. 

The title A. M. was conferred upon Rev. C. B. Gohdes of New Orleans, \ 
La., who by literary work proved himself worthy oi the honor: 

Rev. Prof. C. H. L. Schuette, after accepting the office of President of i 
Joint Synod, resigned both his professorship in the college and his n 
office as President of Capital University. His resignation was accepted, 
but he was to continue teaching Mathematics until his successor could 
take up the work. October 17, 1894, Prof. E. Brown, a former gradu- 
ate of Capital University, and at the time Professor of Mathematics in 
Lehigh University, was called to the chair of Mathematics; he accepted 
and was duly installed. Professor F. W. Stellhorn was called to the : 
presidency of Capital University and now holds this position. ? 

For nearly two years Prof. Brown carried on his work with evident 
success, when at last illness compelled him to ask for a leave of absence. 
A leave of one year was granted him, in the hope that he may completely 
recover and return to take up his work with new vigor. One of our | 
recent graduates temporarily fills Prof. Brown’s place. . 

In consequence of the change made by Joint Synod in regard to the 
Housefathership of Capital University, Prof. A Pflueger resigned this 
office, the resignation to take effect in June, 1895. The resignation was 
accepted, and together with Christ. Church at the institution, Rev. L. H. 

Schuh, of Tacoma, Wash., was called as housefather of the institution and 

. pastor of the church. The call was accepted, and Rev. Schuh was in- 
stalled December 10, 1895. 

To obtain a better hold of the finances of the institution,:a special 
treasurer was elected in the person of Prof. G. K. Leonard, who will make 
his report to you. We find that our income amounts to about $5,000.00 
annually, and we request your honorable body to appropriate to us at least 

” $8,000.00 additional per year. Prof. Leonard has been instructed to be 
present at the meeting of the Preliminary Committee, to represent the 
Board in the Financial matters of the institution. — 
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A petition from the Alumni of Capital University requesting a course 
of science in the college, induced+the Board not only to introduce sci- 
ences, but also to elevate the entire course in the college. Greek finds 
a place now in the second year of the Preparatory Department; Botany, 
Physiology, Chemistry, Geology, Astronomy and Civics are so distrib- 
uted in the college proper that a complete scientific course is open to 
our students. Raising the course throughout somewhat has, it seems, 
means deplore. 

We have yet to. cepert that gat into the Gall 
ings. Prof. A. Pflueger was given the title of Professor of English Lit- 
erature. The treasury for the “New Building” remains in the hands of 
Pres. C. H. L. Schuette. The Board has revised its Constitution and 
amplified the By-Laws, the whole to be duly printed in pamphlet form. 
A valuable bequest of various pieces of property has come to us from 
Mrs. Anna Maria Rohders, of New Orleans, La. Graduates of the Sci- 
entific Course are to receive the tithe B. S. Beneficiary students are re- 
quired to have a testimonial from their congregations to the effect that 
they are needy also required to sign a pledge obli- 
gating themselves to enter the ministry of our Synod, and in case of fail- 
ure to refund all moneys remitted in their favor. The boarding business 
at the institution has been put upon an entirely new footing recently; 
boarding is now furnished students at $1.75 per week.

Tressel, Pres- 
ident of the Board. 

Mr. G. A. Brady, member of the Board, departed this life, 
and Mr. E. L. Hunsucker was elected to fill the vacancy. 

In the year 1894-95 there were 19 students in attendance, 
10 in the Seminary and 9 in the Proseminary. During the last 
year 25 attended, 12 the Seminary and 13 the Pypseminary. 

While during the former years we could, with pleasure, re- 
port that diligence and deportment of students were good 
throughout, we must admit that this was not the case during 
the last year. It became our sad duty to dismiss one student 
for unsatisfactory deportment, and to take two others from the 
list of beneficiaries. May the Lord bless our efforts to educate 
ministers who are not only intelligent, but above all pious and 
godfearing Christians.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


Two years ago Joint Synod accepted this institution as its own. They 
were years of trial and tribulation, but also of blessing and growth. At 
first it seemed as though there were no existing need for such an institution, 
and we would be compelled to send our deaconesses back to the mother- 
house for want of opportunity to employ their talents in an almost empty 
house. Whatever may have been the cause of this depressing situation, 
whether the anxious fears of the Board lest by receiving only the poor 
the institution should be unable to meet its obligations, or the well ad- 
vised care in the reception of applicants, suffice it to say in the provi- 
dence of God all this served for the further development of our work. 

Our deaconesses, not having sufficient to do in the Home, sought 
to make themselves useful by visiting the poor and nursing the sick in 
the neighborhood. The need of a general hospital was a long felt want 
in that part of the city, and their skill and faithfulness as nurses being 
at once recognized by the physicians, the result was the erection and equip- 
ment of “St. John’s General Hospital” on the grounds of the Home. 
At a cost of about $20,000 the hospital was erected and furnished, being 
formally opened on the 12th of May, 1896. By the liberality of its friends 
the institution is almost free of debt and has since its opening received 
about one hundred patients. 

Although St. John’s Lutheran Home has a representation of four in 
the Hospital Board, yet Synod has assumed no financial responsibility in 
the erection of the hospital. The organization of this institution of Chris- 
tian benevolence may be seen from the accompanying constitution. 

As to St. John’s Lutheran Home, we have every reason to praise the 
goodness of God. Although our house is long since filled yet we have 
never suffered want. The health of our old people was quite good. Two 
inmates voluntarily left the Home, two had to be dismissed, and three, 
as we hope, fell asleep in the Lord. At present there are ten inmates. 
There have been many applications for admission, but for want of room 
we have been compelled to give negative answers to many whom we 


- would have gladly received. If the. beneficent work of the Home is to 


be extended an addition to the building is an absolute necessity. 
The condition of our finances may be seen from the accompanying 


-Treasurer’s Report. Of the appropriation of $2,000 which Synod set apart 
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for this institution for the past two years, there were paid by the General 
Treasurer $200, and $266.38 were sent directly to the Home and by it 
reported to the General Treasurer. We have lived from the entrance 
fees and from other sources. But as these moneys should be reserved 
as an endowment fund we would ask for a renewal of the appropriation 
of $1,000 per year for the support of the Home.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. , 


In the name of the Board of the Wernle Orphans’ Home of Rich- 
mond, Ind., the undersigned respectfully submits to the Joint Synod of 
Ohio and adjacent States the following report on the above institution, 
covering a period of two years, from July 1894 till August 1896. 

Among the various works of love and mercy which Christian love and 
especially the church feel themselves constrained to exercise, the work 
of caring and providing for fatherless and motherless children takes a 
prominent place. With gratitude to God be it, therefore, acknowledged 
that our Synod also established an institution and during seventeen years 
supported the same by liberal contributions, in which the orphans within 
our Synodical boundaries find a home where their bodily and spiritual 
wants are provided for that they may be brought up as Christians and be- 
come good citizens. Although such an institution can never supply the 
loss of the Christian-parental home, yet the good influences and the many _ 
blessings proceeding from a well conducted home and received and en- 
joyed by the inmates of the same should not be underestimated. We, 
therefore, recommend our Orphans’ Home for the future also to the 
special care of Synod. 

Like all our institutions, our Orphans’ Home also felt, to some extent 
at least, the financial pressure which in consequence of the prostration 
of business has been felt for the last two years all over the country and 
which at times also embarrassed our treasurer; yet our work has not been 
retarded and we never had reason to complain of actual want. The Lord 
did give the daily bread, granted health of body, averted dangers, and 
we enjoyed His goodness which endureth forever. Unto Him be all the 
. praise. 

Soon after the adjournment of Joint Synod two years ago, the Board 
of the Orphans’ Home met and elected Rev. J. Vollmar of Michigan City, 
Ind., as housefather. He accepted the call, and on the first of December, 
1894, assumed the duties of his office. But in February of the present 
year already, after conducting the affairs of the Home for fourteen months, 
he resigned, having accepted a call to the pastorate of Zion’s Church of 
_ Chattanooga, Mercer county, Ohio. The Board called G. Maier, 
formerly teacher of St. John’s school, Richmond, Ind., as his successor, 
who took charge of the Home on March the first, 1896. The many and 
sudden changes in the management of the institution could not be other- 
wise than detrimental to the interest of the same, and it is to be hoped that 
_achange in this respect may not take place so soon again, inasmuch as the - 
management of the Home is in the hands of a competent man. 
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An important change was made regarding the Orphans’ Home school. 
In view of the decreased number of scholars the Board deemed it necessary 
to make the school a one class school to be placed under the manage- 
ment of one teacher. Consequently Miss Greiner, the lady teacher, and 
teacher J. Zinsser were dismissed, and in their stead teacher H. C. Schmidt, 


of Michigan City, Ind., was called, who took charge of the school in the 


latter part of May, 1895. There are at present 64 children attending the 
school, 89 boys and 25 girls. The branches of study are the same as 
taught in our parochial ‘schools, viz. German, English, Arithmetic, 
Geography, United States History, Reading, Writing, Catecliism, Biblicab 


_ History and Drawing. 


On the Ist of July, 1894, there were 97 children in the institution, 
56 boys and 41 girls; at the present time 69 only, 42 boys and 27 girls. 
During the last two years 22 children have been received into the Home. 
On Palm Sunday, 1895, 23 were confirmed, 11 boys and 12 girls; 1896, 
seven were confirmed, four boys and three girls. 

The sanitary condition of the Home was good, but one death having 
occurred, that of a girl at the age of seven years. The conduct both of 
children and adults was satisfactory. 

In the building arrangements have been made for two sick-rooms, 
and the same were furnished in a suitable manner. In the hall and in 
one of the rooms a new floor was laid; the whole house was papered; the 
building was painted and furnished with a fire-escape. All the buildings 
are at present in 4 tolerably good condition. 

Regarding the financial affairs of the institution I refer to the treas- 
urer’s report. I also call the attention of Synod to a resolution adopted 
by the Board on the 5th of November, 1895, viz.: “That we, the Board 


of the Wernle Orphans’ Home, request the Joint Synod at its next meet- 


ing, that all the money collected and sent in for the Orphans’ Home 
shall be credited and applied to the same, and that the institution be made 
independent of the general treasury.” 

Persons employed in the institution are: One farm hand with four 
confirmed boys to assist him, one cook, one seamstress, 13 confirmed 
girls to assist in general housework. Four of the servants receive wages. 

Uur live-stock consists of four horses, eight cows, two calves, 22 pigs, 
and quite a number of chickens. We cultivated 12 acres of wheat, 22 
acres of corn, 1} acres of sorghum, two acres of beans, 20 tons of hay, etc. 

The revised constitution of the Wernle Orphans’ Home is to be rat- 
ified and adopted by Synod at its present meeting. Before this is done, 
Section 2, in Article V.

REPORT OF PUBLICATION BOARD. 


- Dear Brethren:—During the two years since the last meeting of 
Synod, the publication interesta~of Synod have steadily progressed, 
both in the amount of work done and profits, and in the better man- 
agement of the Concern. The net profits may not have come up to the cx- 
pectation of Synod, but it should be remembered that the Concern still 


carries a heavy debt and for this reason already, aside from the slow 


trade on account of the hard times, the net profits must increase slowly 
from year to year. The Board is ready to acknowledge past mistakes 
and weaknesses on its part, yet, in justification, it may also be said that 
the task before it is a difficult one, both on account of the complex na- 
ture of the work and the manifold interests at stake, and also on account 
of the great variety of minds and tastes expecting to be gratified. We 


have labored, as we feel, faithfully for the welfare of Synod, nor did we 


become impatient under adverse criticism. But, “not unto us, O Lord, 
not unto us, but unto Thy name give glory” for Thy guidance and blessing. 

1. The brethren elected to this Board at the last convention of Synod 
together ‘with those holding over met yet during the same convention 
and organized by electing Rev. D. Simon as chairman, the undersigned 
as secretary and Profs. Stellhorn and J. H. Spiciman with C. W. Linsen- 


mann as executive committee. At the April meeting of 1895 C. W. Lin- 


senmann, having removed to Richmond, Ind., resigned as member of the 
executive committee, the distance from Columbus making it imprac- 
ticable for him to act on this committee. Mr. C. R. Martens was ap- 
pointed in his stead. At the same meeting Dr. Loy handed in his res- 
ignation as editor of the Columbus Theological Magazine. The Board 
hesitated to accept the resignation. Finally the matter was adjusted by 
placing the editing of the magazine in the hands of the Theological fac- 
ulty with Dr. Schodde as managing editor. No other changes occurred 
during the biennium in the editorship of Synod’s periodicals, neither in 
the management of the Concern, nor in the personnel of the Board. 

2. At the October meeting of 1894 the salary of Mr. Heer was raised 
from $1,000 to $1,200 per annum. See page 44 of the Board’s minutes for 
further information. Also, at the July meeting of 1895 the salary of Dr. 
Martens was raised from $700 to $800 per annum to begin with the first 
of January, 1896. Sce minutes pages 61 and 68. - 

8. At the meeting of October the 22d, 1894, the Board resolved to 
establish an electrotype foundry. This was accordingly done during the 
next six months. The reasons for taking this step were 1) to cut off 
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a large annual expense for electrotyping; 2) to save our own type; 3) to 
net some profits by electrotyping for others. The Board was convinced 
that the profits of the plant would far exceed the interest on the bor- 
rowed capital necessary to its erection. The work done since the plant 
is in operation also shows that in so far, at least, we have not been dis- 
appointed in our expectation. It may be urged that the Board tran- 
scended its limits in this move, but, however that may be, we feel that time 
will attest the wisdom of its course. The erection of the plant was placed 
in the hands of the manager, Mr. Heer and the executive committee. 
The estimated cost was $2,200, while the actual cost, exceeding as ustial 
the original estimate, was $3,700. 


4. During the past year the system of bookkeeping has been sim- 
plified and made more satisfactory. See pages 69 and 70 for further in- 
formation on this point. 

5. Through correspondence by Prof. Stellhorn arrangements have 
been made with the firm of Dérffling and Franke, Leipzig, Germany, 
for the importation of German theological books at the lowest rates. 
It is hoped that this branch of our business will receive all the encour- 
agement it deserves. 

6. Several changes were made in the lesson helps for English Sun- 
day schools. 1) The Teachers’ Quarterly was changed into the 
Teachers’ Annual, This was done, both to give the teacher more help 
at about the same cost, and also to give this help in a more permanent 
form, so that it could be utilized in the future. 2) A little leaf called the 
Primary Lesson Paper is being published during this year on trial. This 
by was done at the urgent request of many schools. The leaf consists of 
eos; four pages, the first being illustrated, appears monthly, one however for 
each Sunday of the month, and costs 9 cents per hundred. 

7. The Manual for Synod, to be prepared by Rev. Boehme, and the 
Popular Eawposition of the Augsburg Confession, by Dr. Loy, have not yet 
| appeared, for want of MSS. As to the Manual of Synod it is not possi- 
) i ble to publish it, at least in a complete form, until Synod has fully adopted 
3 its constitution and by-laws and those of its Boards. As to the Expo- 
sition of the Augsburg Confession, it might be well for Synod to express: ti 
itself more forcibly as to whether this work is generally desired, in order 
that it may either be published or dropped entirely. Concerning the 
History of Synod, which has also not yet appeared, it is the opinion of the’ 

Board that Dr. Loy should be urged to prepare this work on account 
‘of his experience and knowledge of Synod’s history and position. Dr. 

Loy’s work on the Ministry will appear in a new edition in the near 

future. The English Liturgy has been published. 
| 8. The matter of issuing non-interest bearing bonds to cover the 
| indebtedness of the Book Concern was duly considered at a number of 

meetings in accordance with the resolution of Synod two years ago. But Mind 
| the project was deemed impracticable and was therefore not undertaken. © 
The question may arise in connection with this report as to what 
has become of the sinking fund which was created at the convention of 
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1890, viz. that $3,000 be set aside annually from the earnings of the Book 


Concern to cover the expense of the new building., It may be said in re- 
ply that it was policy to have such a sinking fund only so long as 
Concern was free of debt,*but since this is no longer the case, a 
having been incurred by the erection of the new building and 
purchase of machinery, all profits, above the necessary increase of 
should be applied directly to the liquidation of that debt. 

10. During the last year special efforts were made to enter into 
some arrangement with the publishing houses of the Norwegian, Iowa, 
and Augustana Synods in the West with the view of introducing our 
English publications. With what success can, of course, not be foreseen. 

11. The Board submits the question whether it is not time for Synod 
to make a more satisfactory arrangement for the editing of its periodi- 
cals, especially the Kirchenzeitung and Standard, i, e. that the editors of 
these papers be so situated that they can devote more time to this work 
than is possible while occupying a large pastoral field or a professorship 
in the college and seminary. 

12. Synod is reminded that the statutes of the Publication Board 
have not yet all been adopted, viz. from Art. V., B. 1 on to the end. 

13. The term of office of the following members of the Board ex- 
pires with this convention of Synod and their successors are to be elected 
for six years each, viz. Rev. H. Sutter, Mr. C. R. Martens, and the un- 
dersigned. Concerning the manager the Board suggests that he be elected 
to serve as long as he gives satisfaction.

The work of the Traveling Missionaries.—The oldest field in which 
work is being done is in Northwestern Kansas and a part of Nebraska. 
The field is quite large. Much time and money have already been ex- 
pended on it, but so far the visible fruits are very meager. This is, no 
doubt, due to the failure in crops which has visited that country for sev- 
eral successive years. The question is asked elsewhere: What shall be 
done with this field? The work is quite expensive. 

"The next field in which a traveling missionary has been employed 
is Texas. Here Rev. J. F. Doescher has labored with success since 
1892. The Texas District, at its last meeting, discussed a proposition 
and presented it to the Board. . Seeing, however, that the Honorable 
Joint Synod virtually created the office of traveling missionary in Texas, 
the Board did not consider itself empowered to abolish the same as re- 
quested by the Texas District, although the money voted this field has 
been differently distributed. Hence we submit the matter in a written 
communication to Synod. 

The last field occupied by a traveling missionary is found in Wis- 
consin. Rev. Ludwig Schneider was called to this field by the Wisconsin 
District and also supported by the same for some time. Later on, he 
was placed on the list of our missionaries. His labors seem to be very 
richly blessed. 


The Building Fund.—This important auxiliary has grown some, ~~ 
can be seen from the treasurer's report. The old difficulty still exists, _ 
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very slow in refunding the money. Thus a comparative few insist upom 


enjoying what is intended for many. There are petitions for help from 


this fund in the hands of the Board amounting to ten thousand dollars. 


While speaking of our successes, we do not forget that we have ex- 
perienced some retrogressions. The work in Greensborough, N. C., had 
to be discontinued, owing to a dislike on the part of the people to Joint 
Synod practices. The mission on Spring Hill, Pa., a suburb of Alle- 
gheny, has contracted itself into a Sunday school. Keyser, W. Va. and 
other points served in connection therewith, is not at present occupied. 
Owing to the severe drought and consequent poverty in parts of Kansas 
and Nebraska, the Stratton, Neb., charge was temporarily united with the 
field of our traveling missionary in Kansas. The mission at Hazel Park, 
Minn., is doing nothing. 

It becomes our duty to report two cases of disloyalty. One occurred 
in Tacoma, Washington. In 1894, the two congregations formerly served 
by Rev. A. Krause, took it into their own hands to supply themselves 
with a pastor. Accordingly they called Rev. F. N. Wolf. Under his 
directions, they united the two congregations into one, built a new church, 
looting the old ones to furnish the new, and then applied to the Mission 
Board for support for their pastor. The Board, following the rule laid 
down in the meanwhile by Joint Synod, referred the application to the offi- 
cers of the Washington District, and informed the people of this. The re- 
ply received was the announcement of the withdrawal of Rev. Wolf from 
Synod. . Since by the manipulation practiced in the reorganization the two 
Synodical congregations had been disbanded and one congregation not 
belonging to Synod had been formed, the Board could do nothing. By 
this action the Building Fund is apt to lose several hundred dollars. | 


In the spring of 1896, matters at Oregon City, Or., assumed such a 
shape that it became necessary to ask for an investigation. After a long 
and unedifying wrangle, Rev. L. Grey left our Synod, not, however, be- 
fore he had induced the congregations at Molalla and Macksburg as well 
as a part of the congregation at Oregon City to withdraw from Synod. | 
We lose a good field in this wise. By the wiles of this same man The 
Dalles, Oregon, and a large tributary field has been taken away from us. . 

A Few Questions.—What of the plan proposed by the Texas District, 
touching the abolishing of a traveling missionary for that District? 

What of the traveling missionary for the Kansas District? 

Does Synod approve of carrying on missions in isolated and discour- 
aging places, such as Monrovia, California? | 

What shall be done in those cases where congregations do not pay 
back the money borrowed by them from the Building Fund? What shall 
especially be done in the case of the Lima, Ohio, congregation, which has 
money collected to carry on a lawsuit, promising to pay it back into the 
Building Fund, but has not done anything as yet? 

Could Synod not arrange that our Publication Board would annually 
issue for free distribution a pamphlet or circular on some missionary _ 


topic? 
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What of the large number of congregations not yet belonging to 
Synod, although they draw support from the mission treasury?

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HEBREW MISSION. 


“I say then, Hath God cast away His people? God forbid.” Rom. 
11,1. These words of the apostle are the exact expression of our exper- 
ience in the last two years. The indifference of so many Christians to- 
wards Israel’s salvation is giving way to a lively interest in the spiritual 
welfare of this ancient people. The church which has the most to give, 
the church of the pure Word and Sacraments, is beginning to realize 
even in this country, that she also has a debt and a duty towards the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel. Synods who have missions to the Jews, 
are planning for increased activity; those who have had none are be- 
ginning to undertake this arduous work now. And blessed be His name 
thet: Hee Gite port in ths of His 
brethren according to the flesh. 

Until September, 1895, our work was confined chiefly to the spread- 
ing of missionary literature among the Jews. And that God hath not cast 
away His people is also evident from the fact that He gave it into the 
hearts of so many of His children in our Synod to break the bread of 
life to their Jewish neighbors in the shape of missionary literature in the 
language they best understand. The interest taken in this work has been 
comparatively large and encouraging. Petitions for literature came in 
from a great many of our congregations and were gladly granted. This 
growing interest in Israel's welfare was to us “the sound oi a going in 
the tops of the mulberry trees” and a sign to bestir ourselves against 
the Philistines of Jewish ignorance and unbelief. 2 Sam. 5, 24. 

In the summer of 1895 the sainted Rev. Meiser sent me an Israelite 
whom he knew personally and whom I knew by correspondence. The 
man had been in ignorance for years. He still wanted light in some doc- 
trines and receiving it he wanted to be baptized. Skilled in the Scrip- 


ture and in languages and unable to find employment I sent him out with 


missionary literature to the thousands of Jews in Pittsburg. Some pas- 

tors in Synod encouraged me to gain this man altogether for this ene s 
'. At the same time word came from Leipzig, from the “Institutum Judai- 
cum,” that a man was now on the way to America, who may prove a 
blessing among the Jews of Pitsburg, if I could gain him for that field. 
The man followed my invitation to Pittsburg and in reliance upon Him 
whose work it was and with the consent of the Pittsburg Conference the 
work was auspiciously begun. In the heart of the Jewish population a 
house for the laborers was rented, a meeting room furnished, services 
commenced, the Jews visited and invited, and the Word of the Cross 
proclaimed in their own language. It was a humble beginning, but 


the laborers were poor and destitute of clothes and books and every- 
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BHP) . thing needful, and our treasury was soon drained. After three months 

Hy of experimenting in two houses, we gave up house-renting as too ex- 

7 pensive—a hall would have been more expensive yet—we dismissed the 

| q : : assistant and confined ourselves to the work of the missionary from 

a house to house. Those were dark days. Autumn began with a death 

in the family of the writer, and dire contagious diseases pitched their 

dark tents for the whole winter in our home, laying low one child after 

another. To this domestic cross was added the mission cross, which, 

if anything, was harder to bear than anything experienced before. Strife 

between the missionary and the converts who were to be his best helpers 

rand friends, his own discontent and his unspeakable fickleness, the fruit- 

less efforts in finding employment for those who were baptized and for 

those who were still afraid that by baptism they would lose their bread— 

these and similar experiences weighed heavy on my heart. And when 

finally the missionary himself had to be dismissed, it seemed as though 

| the Lord had no pleasure in our work. And yet we know that all things 

: work together for the good of those that love God. The labor in this 

field was not in vain. In gpite of the weak instruments God’s word proved 

its power on many a Jewish heart. There are a great many who were 

orthodox and cannot live up to the burdensome law of the Talniud here 

in America. They are breaking away from the old faith and are still 

standing shivering at the brink of the new cold Reformism. They are 

the most hopeful subjects of the gospel. The great hindrance in the 

way of those impressed is the fear of losing thcir bread among the Jews, 

by joining the Christian church, and of finding !ittle sympathy and hce!p- 

fulness among the Christians whose faults they seem to know more than 

_ their virtues. Leaving these poor people in the hands of God we will 

: remark in conclusion, that everything with regard to this mission has 

been done decently and in order. The missionary was well recommended. 

Our City Mission Society extended a regular call, the Examination Com- 

mittee of the Eastern District held a rigid and quite satisfactory examina- 

—_— tion of the candidate. The undersigned with the assistance of the worthy 

: President of the District and of Rev. Reidenbach, sen., conducted the 

ordination services. But taking everything into consideration we bless 

the Lord for the success of the work and we bless Him for the seeming 
failure of the same.

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COLORED FISSION. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. : 


Baltimore, Aug. 3, 1896. 
Honorable President and Brethren in Christ: 


The Board of Colored Missions appointed two years ago hereby 
begs leave to submit a report of its work and labors for consideration 
at the next meeting of Joint Synod to be held at Dayton, O., Sept. 3, 1896. 

The Colored Mission, located at Ivy Lane, near Baltimore, Md., is 
conducted by Rey. N. Carter, our colored minister. 

It will be remembered. that our white superintendent resigned his 
position shortly before the last meeting of Synod two years since. Since 
then the Board has not seen fit to call another to fill the vacancy, not 
that we did not realize the need of a white superintendent, but owing to 
a lack of means to support such an overseer. 

Had we been able to maintain a man in charge of the work, more 


progress doubtless would have been made than we are now able to report. 


Virtually the entire work has been in charge of our colored minister, 
under the supervision of the Board. 

_ Members of the Board could not give the work that personal at- 

tention the undertaking deserves. It requires : superintendent who can 


“devote his entire time to the cause if it is to meet with great success. But 
for the last two years we have been conducting the mission as best we 


could without such supervision. — 

-. Rev. Carter preaches every Sunday at Ivy Lane. The attendance at 
service averages about twenty. 
fourteen. 

While many of those at first ‘iaiteaiiel into the mission have proved 
unfaithful and left us, some of them, however, have returned and now 


_ manifest an increased knowledge of Lutheranism and Christian faith. 


We can not report even as great progress in numbers as formerly, yet 
with the increase of experience on our part and consequent ability to 
better understand the colored people, we feel confident in saying that 
from a spiritual standpoint the mission at Ivy Lane is now in a more 
promising condition than ever before. Those at present in connection 
with it prove by their zeal and perseverance that they really seek the 
bread of life. 

Rev. Carter has within the last two years confirmed seven, baptized 
eight and buried two.

The Sunday school is conducted regularly every Sunday throughuut 
the year. It has an attendance of twenty-eight. Only Lutheran books 
of the Joint Synod are used in the school. 


The parochial school is conducted nine months in the year. Rev. 


Carter is the instructor; the pupils of the school number twelve. 

” One of the most encouraging fruits of our work is in the person of a 
young man about sixteen years of age, 2 son of Rev. Carter. He is now 
to enter the College of the City of Baltimore, pursuing his instructions 
with the view of becoming a minister of our Synod. Rev. Carter has also 
in connection’ with his pastoral and ministerial labors faithfully continued 
his theological studies under the instruction of Rev. J. Hoerr. 


THE PROPERTY OF THE MISSION. 


We are still in possession of the church and parsonage at Ivy Lane 
described in our last report. On this property there is still a mortgage 
of $1,000.00 at 6 per cent and an annual ground rent of $72.00. 


CITY WORK. 


The Board has for some time been of the conviction that in connection 
with our work at Ivy Lane we should conduct a mission in the city of 
Baltimore. 

A Sunday school was begun by. our white superintendent more than 
two years ago and with prospects of success, but owing to prejudice 
arising in the neighborhood against colored work we were deprived of our 
place of worship, when we began to realize fully our inability to conduct 
our colored mission without property of our own, and not having means 
to procure property the work for the time ceased. Recently, however, 
the Board resolved to begin the work in the city anew. After considerable 
investigation, Eden street, near Jefferson street, in East Baltimore and in 
the midst of a thickly settled colored population was selected as a place 
of operation. An option on a lot 24 x 70 feet at $1,000.00 has been secured. 
It is the hope that we will soon be able to raise money sufficient to ob- 
tain this lot and erect a church. It will require for this purpose about 
$2,500.00. We beg Synod to give this matter worthy consideration. _ 

Church and Sunday school services are now heing conducted in a 
private residence in the neighborhood above referred to. with fair attend- 
ance. The indications ‘are that with a church the undertaking would meet 
with encouraging success. : |

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE 
ON MISSIONS. 


Your committee has in hand the reports of the various Mis- 
sion Boards for the year 1896, and we beg leave to offer the fol- 
lowing resolutins for the approval of the honorable Syned. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


1. The honorable Mission Board asks what shall be done 
with the request of the Texas District asking to do away with 
the office of its traveling missionary. = 
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_ We recommend that the sune of $600, which has heretofore 
been given to the traveling missionary, be divided among three 
pastors and that they devote their time and energy to the large 
field which has been served by the traveling missionary until now. 

2.. The Mission Board asks whether Synod approves of 


establishing and supporting missions in remote places which offer 


very little encouragement, such as Monrovia, Cal. 
The judgment of your committee is that as a general thing 
such should not be done. 


3. How shail the Board deal with congregations who alter 


- five years fail to repay the money loaned them from the Church 
Building Fund? How shall the Board deal with the Lima con- 
gregation in particular? 

In reply to this matter your committee refers the Board to 
the resolution of Synod in the year 1894 to the effect, that the 
Board shall act through the officers of the District Synods and 
as a last resort demand the payment by law. 

4. Your committee moves that congregations not in con- 
nection with Synod yet receiving aid from Synod through the 
Mission Board, be urged to join Synod, and that such congrega- 
tions that may in the future apply for aid be required to do so. 

5. In regard to the English mission in Spokane, Wash., we 
recommend that Synod approve of the resolution of the Wash- 
ington District, viz.: that the English work there be continued. 
And we would also advise that the pastor who may be called to 
Spokane should carry on English work in the Palouse region. 

_ 6, Moreover it was asked by the Mission Board what 
should be done in regard to the traveling missionary in Kansas. 
‘Your committee rec6mmends that Synod divide the field in such 
a way that the congregations in Kansas and the congregations 
in Nebraska each form a parish, that a new missionary be called 
_ for the parish in Nebraska and that Rev. Meyer remain in Kan- 
sas. The salary amounting to $400 which has heretofore been 
paid Rev. Meyer should be so divided as to secure each mission- 


_. ary of the two parishes $200, the congregations being urged to 
__ raise the rest of the support of their pastors. 
4, -The time of Pastor Beck and Prof. Hemrminghaus as 


members of the Mission Board has expired, therefore we re- 
_ mind Synod to nominate candidates to fill these vacancies. 
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8. The Detroit Local Conference has sent in a petition to 
the effect that inasmuch as our missionaries receive small sal- 
aries they should be paid monthly and even though the treas- 
turer must borrow the money. 

Your committee recommends that the missionaries instead 
of being paid monthly, be paid quarterly. : 


JEWISH MISSIONS. 

_ In regard to Jewish missions, your committee is of the opin- 
ion that the mission work among Israel is one of the most com- 
plicated and unthankful, but at the same time a work enjoined 
by God. Therefore we confirm the petition of the Eastern Dis- 
trict not only to devote more care to the work, but also to es- 
tablish a Board of Jewish Missions consisting of three members. 


NEGRO MISSIONS. 


From the report of the Board of Colored Missions, and 

_ from an explanation concerning the mission as given by Rev. 
Snapp, of Baltimore, we learn that the Board did all that could 
possibly be expected under the prevailing difficult circumstances 
and carried on the work with creditable energy. At the same 
time your committee would remind you that a necessary prop- 


erty can at the present time be secured for a mission in the city of . 


Baltimore at a very low cost. We also ask that more interest 
be awakened in our congregations in regard to this mission. 
Finally your committee reommends that Synod express its 


heartfelt thanks to the honorable Home Mission Board for its. : 


faithfulness in this difficult and trying work and for its conscien- 
tious performance of its duties. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON MISSION MATTERS. 


Concerning item 3 of the Preliminary Committee’s report 
on Home Missions, pertaining to the Lima congregation which 
-holds money from the Church Building Fund, it was said by: 
Prof. C. Ackermann that the Lima congregation is of the opinién 


that it is but justice that Synod should relieve them of the pay- - 
ment of the money loaned them from the Church Building Fund, 
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inasmuch as this debt was incurred in a lawsuit in which a prin- 
ciple was defended in which the whole Synod was concerned and 
inasmuch as they had been encouraged to continue the suit by 
Professors and officers of Synod. In reply it was stated that 
while the officers of Synod and professors of Columbus were in- 
terested in the case and rendered valuable assistance, they at no 
_ time made any promises in the name of Synod to assume part 

of the expenses of the trial and that Synod would have no power 
whatever -to donate money from the Church Building Fund for 
such purposes.. Further, it should not be forgotten that the Lima 
congregation has had the use of this cannd without interest for 
these many years. 

To item 6, pertaining to the division of the mission field of 
Rev. Meyer, the following was offered as a substitute for com- 
mittee’s report: That the Kansas and Nebraska District hold 
a visitation in that field as soon as possible and report the result 
to the Home Mission Board. 


Under the item pertaining to Jewish Missions, it was re: 


solved that we establish a Board of Jewish Missions, consisting 
of three members, to be appointed by the President. The fol- 
lowing Board was appointed: Revs. A. R. Kuldell, G. W. Lose, 
and Mr. John Kiefer, of Allegheny, Pa. 

It was further decided that we continue to do Foreign Mis- 


sion work as in the past. 
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REPORT OF GENERAL TREASURER. 


To the Evangelical Luth. Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Brethren :—1 have the honor to submit herewith my fifth biennial re- 
port, giving in condensed form the receipts and disbursements ‘from 
August 11, 1894, to August 29, 1896. 

Not in the history of the present Treasurer has the General Treas- 
ury been in such sore distress as it has experienced in the past two years; 
had it not been for the willing hearts and hands at the two Christmas 
collections, as well as the last Easter collection, the Treasury would have 
been in a bad plight. As it is, we can but report that the salaries are from 
three to five months in arrears. The Easter collection which amounted 
to $21,742.46, would have met all the current expenses to July 1, 1896, had 
the Treasurer not been compelled to pay off some notes that were due. 

Among other things that placed the Treasury in an embarrassing 
position was the resolution passed by Joint Synod at the meeting in Rich- 
mond four years ago which makes it necessary for all notes to be signed 
by the President of Synod. For six years the present treasurer was 
authorized to make all loans and sign all notes (see resolution, Dayton 
meeting, 1880), and in those six years the salaries and current expenses 
were regularly paid every month and the debt was not as large as it is now; 
the reason for paying so promptly was that the Treasurer would borrow 
the money during the months that money was scarce and pay it back when 
the collections came in. 

As it now stands your President is supposed to travel around the 
entire country in the interest of Synod, and is mot around when needed 
to sign notes. It makes the duties doubly hard and the mental strain 
would have broken down many a person who did not have the experi- 
ence and constitution of your humble servant. 

The resolution is all right, and it would suit the Treasurer if a half 
dozen names would be added as signatures so that the responsibility would 
not rest on one or two men, but some one outside of the President who 
continually remains in the city should be asked to go on the notes, and 
who will be accessible at any and all times when needed. 

If Synod wants to keep up its credit it must make the change. The 
credit of Synod was not such in the past two years as it was in former 
years. This fact the professors and the several institutions will substan- 
tiate, as they were the real sufferers. I hope Synod will take necessary 
action. 
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- TRUST FUNDS SHOULD BE PRESERVED. 


Synod should make arrangements that this Treasury should have 
charge of all trust funds and legacies: We do not mean by this that the 
money intended for any special institution should pass into the hands 
of the Treasurer, but that each institution should report any and all monies 
réceived by them to this office promptly, giving the name of the donor, 
the amount and the manner of disposal. Such a record would give 
eral satisfaction to the entire Synod. 


KAMPER ENDOWMENT FUND. 


According to the last will and testament of John Kamper, deceased, 
his estate is to be divided into four equal parts, one-fourth of which goes 
to Capital University, one-fourth part to Foreign Missions, of which 
Joint Synod gets one-third, and one-fourth to Home Missions, of which 
Joint Synod will also receive one-third. Just what the entire amount of 
the estate will be I am unable to say, but having received $5,500, the 
executor thought it best to give $3,500 to Capital University, $1,000 to 
Home Missions and $1,000 to Foreign Missions to be held in trust. The 
testator’s last will demands that the money be invested, and the interest 
only be used. Only in the case of extreme emergency is Synod allowed 
to use one-tenth of the principal in any one year. 


ST. PAUL DEBT. 


| According to resolution of Joint Synod at its session in 1894, this 
Treasury was authorized to assume the St. Paul building debt which 
amounted to $15,500 and of which $8,000 was paid in the past two years. 


HICKORY REPAIRS. 


~ At the meeting of Joint Synod in Richmond in 1892 the Treasurer 
was authorized to cancel the indebtedness incurred in building an addi- 
tion to the professor’s residence at Hickory, N. C., amounting to $831.25. 
The amount has been paid. 


COLLECTIONS FOR 1894-1896. ~ 


Synod appropriated $35,000 annually for current expenses at the 
meeting in Columbus two years ago, but with all the special effort that 
was made only $60,946.78 were raised, or $9,053.22 less than was needed, 
‘not counting interest and paying off of notes. The collections for all 
’ sources from 1886-88 were $27,859.19; from 1888 to 1890, $82,876.58: 
from 1890-92, $38,299.93; 1892-04, $48,321.82; 1894-96, $60,946.78. While 


the increase by hard work has been remarkable in spite of the hard a 
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RETRENCHMENT. 


It has been suggested to cut off Hickory Seminary. That might be 
a small start, but it would be so small a part that it would not be noticed. 

The Treasurer has made five different pleas in the past ten years to 
Synod to curtail its expenses so that the receipts and disbursements would 
be equalized and keep Synod out ot debt, and he expresses the hope that 
Synod’s finances will be first and foremost in its discussions at this session. 


CHANGE. 


It has been said that the Orphans’ Home wants to come out from un- 
der the General Treasury and be independent from the finances received 
from it. I sincerely hope that Synod will not countenance any such 
action. Synod makes an appropriation of $6,000 annually, and consider- 
ing the hard times, the Treasurer’s report will show that it has been fairly 
dealt with. Let’s stand together. United we stand and divided we fall. A 
house divided against itself will not stand. The hard times will not be with 


us always, and the time will come when they will be still better provided 


for than at present. 
THANKS. 


The thanks of Synod are due each and every member of Joint Synod— 
from the largest to the smallest—who have contributed to the support 
of Synod in the past two years. 


A GOOD SUGGESTION, 


It has been suggested to the Treasurer that if Synod would ask some 
of the more well-to-do members of Synod to make a $100 contribution 
the coming year, and not ask the congregations to make a special effort, 
without doubt by good and hard work 300 could easily be found who 
would be willing to give such an amount. This would net the sum ot 
$ 30,000, and almost defray the entire expenses for one year. This with 
the annual collections would net about $50,000 the first year, which 
would not only pay the current expenses but a good part of the debt. 
The suggestion is worthy of consideration. Of course one thing must 
not be lost sight of, and that is that a great many have given the above 
amount frequently. 


OTHER ASSETS OF SYNOD. 


Besides the different funds already given in the General Statement, 
the Treasurer has in his possession through the influence of President 
Schuette, four notes of $500 each which can be collected in the néar 
future. 

A GENERAL VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 


Considering the hard times through which the entire country has ~ 
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on the increase it has made in the past years. The building of St. Paul, 
Woodville, Orphans’ Home school and the new building at Capital 
University have helped to hold us down, but at the same time have shown 
the liberality of our people. With no buildings in the near future we 
Ought by strict economy get down to a solid financial basis and soon 
‘liquidate our indebtedness.

Your committee begs leave to report the following: 

_ The General Treasurer deplores the fact that the current ex- 
penses have not been covered by the receipts. He is of the 
Opinion that this year’s Easter collection which reached the sum 
of $21,742.46, would have covered the cufrent expenses up to 
July 1, 1896, had he not been compelled to pay certain notes 
which came due. 

1. Inasmuch as our President in his travels in the interest 
of Synod is sometimes not within reach of our Treasurer when 
he must make necessary loans which require the President’s 
signature, your committee moves that Prof. Geo. K. Leonard 
be herewith authorized to sign notes in cases of such emergency. 

2. The Treasurer is of the opinion that all trust funds and 
legacies of all our institutions should be reported to the General 
Treasurer. Your committee recommends that this be done, and 
that an annual minute report be made to him by the Treasurers 
of the various institutions of all bequests and funds invested and 
of all revenues from whatever source. 

8. Respecting the collections for the General Treasury 

'_ during the past two years, 1894-96, we have reason to thank God 
that our annual income has been comparatively good, and this 
should inspire us with the confident hope that with God’s help 
we can repeat and even exceed during the next two years that 
which we have done in the past. 

4. In view of the fact that our expenses still exceed our 
income we recommend that our Synod limit the annual appro- 
priations to the different institutions to $24,500 as follows: 


To Capital University $9,000, exclusive of all income. 
To Woodville Seminary $3,500, exclusive of all income. 
To St. Paul Seminary $4,000. 

To Hickory Seminary $2,000. 

To Wernle Orphans’ Home $5,000. 

To St. John Lutheran Home $1,000. 


5. Resolved, That one-fifth (1-5) of the net profit of our 
Book Concern be annually paid into the General Treasury of . 2 
Synod. 
6. In order that we may not increase, but decrease, our — 
indebtedness and meet ‘our obligations we request our er. 
gations to increase their. contributions. 
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7. With reference to the raising of the salaries of the offi- 
cers and professors by the respective Boards without having first 
consulted the Synod as such, we recommend that the various 
boards be given the power to fix. salaries. , 

We recommend that the increase of salary voted to Prof. 
Gauff of the Woodville Seminary be approved by Synod. 

8. The report of the Treasurer of the Ohio Synod, * 
Nagel, has been audited and found correct. 

9. Resolved, That we extend a vote of thanks to the Treas- 
urers of our institutions, and our General Treasurer, for the faith- 
ful discharge of their duty. 

16. Respecting scholarships and legacies we congratulate 
our worthy President on his success in securing a number of 
these, and we request our pastors to assist him in this work. 

11. We express our gratitude to Rev. G. Baughman and 
wife, Eaton, Ohio, for having made a beginning in the endow- 
ment of theological professorships in our institutions, and we 
hope that other men in our church will follow this noble example. 

12. In response to a recommendation of our worthy Pres- 
ident to set apart special seasons or days for stated collections, 
we propose the following: 

a) That the Christmas season collections be for the Gen- 
eral Treasury in the interest of the Orphans’ Home. 

b) That the Easter collections flow into. the General 
Treasury. 

c) That the Pentecost collections be for the Svynodical 
Treasuries. 

d) That the Children’s Day and Missionary Festival offer- 
ings flow into the mission treasury. 

e) That the Harvest Festival collections be for the General 
Treasury. 

f)That the collections at the Reformation Festival services 
be for the Church Building Fund. 


13. With reference to the report of the Treasurer of For- 
eign Missions, we beg leave to state that we have examined the 
accounts and find the report correct. 
3 14. With reference to the Treasurer’s report of the Pas- 
. tors’ and Teachers’ Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, we are able 
to state that the accounts agree with the report except in one — 
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item, namely: Rev. Bock received $75.00 instead of $50.00 as 
stated in the report. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


In connection with item 3, the General Treasurer stated that 
our contributions from ’94 to "96 were $12,000 more than from 
92 to 94, and that our collections for all purposes amounted to 
about $89,000, which is certainly encouraging and should move 
to gratitude toward God. 

Under item 12 it was said that this resolution is not to in- 
terfere with or disturb those congregations which have a good 
* and definite plan in raising funds for our Synodical work. 


All other changes made by et are incorporated in the 
committee’s report. 
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DOCUMENTS PERTAINING TO OUR EDUCATIONAL — 
INSTITUTIONS. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 
Your committee has in hands the printed reports of the dif- 


ferent Boards of Synod’s institutions of learning and a number 


of communications pertaining to the internal affairs of said in- 
stitutions. Your committee reports the following: 
Since, of late, there have been voices raised advocating that 


the seminaries at St. Paul, Minn, and Hickory, N. C., be abol- 


ished as seminaries, and since official petitions of the Eastern, 
Western and Texas Districts and a letter from Rev. W. H. Price 
pertaining to this case have been delivered into.the hands of 
your committee—therefore we, after considering this matter care- 
fully, concluded to recommend, that the honorable Synod do 
not as yet abolish these seminaries. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


For the committee’s report the following was offered as 
a substitute: Resolved, That our theological seminaries be con- 
solidated. | 

In support of this substitute it was said, that it is not the 
intention, if the seminaries be united, to close our institutions 


_ at Hickory and St. Paul, but still to use these schools as prepar- 


atory and as feeders to Columbus. With our present arrange- 
ment it is impossible to give our students a thorough theological 
training. When it is remembered that our professors at Colum- 


bus, for example, devote fully half of their time to college work, 


it must be apparent that justice cannot be done theological stu- 
dents. Arrangements should be made by which at least three 
professors could give their entire attention to thedlogical work. 


The idea was also expressed, that the uniting of our theological 
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institutions did not mean the abolishing of the practical de 
partment. Practical work could still be continued. The ob- 
ject obtained would be to have but one theological school. It 


would be a saving of expenses and a positive gain in teaching 
force. 


To this it was replied, that St. Paul was established a few 


years ago because of the pressing need of more men in the min- 
istry. If now this institution were closed and our people in- 
formed that the emergency has been met, that the Practical Sem- 
inary at St. Paul has subserved the end for which it was estab- 
lished, certainly our people would régard the movement as a 
blind one and a great squandering of money. It would have the 
effect to dampen the zeal and interest of our people in that sec- 
tion, for our people there have not only learned to love this in- 
stitution, but feel a special interest in it, since nearly all our pas- 
tors in the West, with few exceptions, have been educated there. 
Moreover, if it is desirable to separate our college and theologi- 
cal seminary at Columbus, there are still better reasons why a 
Theoretical and Practical Seminary should be kept separate. 
And if our theological seminaries are united, it is evident that 
theoretical and practical students cannot attend the same classes, 
but, in many cases at least, separate classes would have to be 
formed. Moreover, if St. Paul and Hickory are continued as 
preparatory schools, it would require an increase of teaching 
force and consequently an increase in money, and we ought by 
all means at this meeting of Synod avoid every step that would 
have the appearance of increasing our expenses. And if it is 
said that we have an over-production of ministers now, this must 
be regarded as a great and serious mistake. The thirteen candi- 
dates of theology at St. Paul this year have received and accepted 
calls. There can never be an over-production of ministers of 
the right kind—men imbued with the spirit of Christ and zeal 
for His work. The command of Christ, “Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that He will send forth laborers into His 
harvest,” is applicable to all time. It is the money question, 
our financial embarrassment, that has brought this agitation for- 
ward. Give us plenty of money and there will be no thought of 
closing or consolidating these institutions. It is certainly a de- 
sire devoutly to be wished that our theological seminary at Co- 
lumbus should be separated from the college, and the standard

of education raised. To this end Synod should ever labor until 
the object is attained. If St. Paul and Hickory were closed as 
practical seminaries, it would only be a few years when the de- 
mand for ministers would be as great as ever. 
The substitute was finally rejected and the original motion 
~ of the committee adopted by a decided majority. : 


CHANGING THE BENEFICIARY SYSTEM. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


2. The Eastern District sent in the following: 

“For various reasons, but especially on account of our strait- 
ened financial condition, and also because no other Synod is so 
liberal in the support of indigent students, we propose to rec- 
ommend to Joint Synod that it change the beneficiary system 
hitherto in vogue among us as follows:' 

a) Every student shall be required to defray his boarding 
expenses himself. 

b) That the support which is furnished those students who 
have the ministry or the profession of teacher in view, after the 
second year shall consist in not requiring tuition and room rent 
from them. 

c) That even this support be furnished only to those atts 
deuts of our institutions, except Hickory, who show evidence of 
a decided Christian character, who are faultless in behavior, who 
annually pass a good examination, and especially endeavor to 
become proficient enough in both languages, English and Ger- 
man, to preach and teach fluently in both. 

This is however not to exclude indigent students who de- 
sire to derive their support for the necessary expenses from their 
home congregations or from others, nor should these conditions 
prevail and be enforced immediately, but gradually, i. ¢. with 
those who shall enter our institutions after such or similar meas- 

ures have been taken by Joint Synod.” | 

Your committee would recommend that these motions of 
the Eastern District concerning benéficiaries be adopted. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


It was said that we have deviated from the original idea of 
the beneficiary system, which was to refund, whenever possible, 
in later years the money advanced for support. This has been 
done only very rarely. With our presént arrangement of the 
beneficiary system Synod often supports unworthy students. It 
often happens that students who attend our schools after a num- 
ber of years prove unfaithful, or for some cause leave, so that the 
money spent in their education is lost to the church. If, how- 
ever, they were required to pay their board, we should lose noth- 
ing through them, even though they should leave the school or 
quit the ministry, since our professors can easily teach a few more © 
without inconvenience or increase of labor. Moreover, we often 
support students who could support themselves, if not entirely, 
at least in part. Pastors often hesitate to give all and the real. 
facts in the case. Besides our present system begets a moral 
influence which should not be overlooked. If our students would 
be required to pay board, it would be an incentive to stir them to 
greater diligence, effort and economy. It would wipe out that 
distinction which now exists between self-supporters and bene- 
ficiaries and place all on the same level. Discipline of students 
is also made more difficult and faulty with our present system. 
The plan proposed by the Preliminary Committee is the same 
which is in vogue in other Synods and works admirably. Why 
should the same not be the case among us? If there are worthy 
young men who desire to study for the ministry, but are poor 
in this world’s goods, there are certainly friends or congrega- 
tions who will come to their aid. : 

On the other hand it was remarked that the plan proposed 
would very considerably decrease our number of students. 
and we would lose many worthy young men for Christ’s cause. . 
Let us not forget that the greater number of our ministers were 
beneficiaries and that the growth of our Synod is due principally 
to this fact. The whole system as we have it at present is in- 
terwoven in our organism as a Synod. Let us correct abuses and 
keep our system. Let us limit the number of beneficiaries and 
receive only such as are of good Christian character. 

, At the last session of Synod, however, the proposed change 
Of the beneficiary system by the Preliminary Committee was_ 
adopted by a good majority. 
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MODE OF ELECTION IN CASE OF A VACANCY IN A PROFESSORSHIP. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


Upon a petition from the Wisconsin District your commit- 
tee proposes: that in case a professorship become vacant between 
the meeting of Joint Synod, the mode of election shall be as 
follows: a 

a) The Board of the respective institution shall nominate 
candidates for the vacant professorship and publish their names 
in the church papers, calling upon all pastors and congregations 
of Synod, within four weeks to name additional candidates if 
they desire to do so, or to protest against the nomination of can- 
didates by the Board if they deem it necessary; and after the ex- 
piration of said four weeks the respective Board shall, duly con- 
sidering the protests, if any have been raised, elect a man from 
among the number of candidates nominated. 

b) In connection with another point in the above commu- 
nication, we recommend that the Boards of all Synodical insti- 
tutions be held not to go beyond but to adhere strictly to the 
instructions of Synod. 
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BY-LAWS. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Your committee, appointed to propose further necessary By-laws at 
the next meeting of Joint Synod, begs leave to report as follows: 


SEC. 5. Rights and Duties of the Vice-Presidents of Joint Synod.— 

@, The Vice-Presidents shall represent the President at his request 
in all functions in whose performance he is prevented. 

h. Whenever the President becomes unable to serve, as in case of 
his death, the First Vice-President shall be the next to occupy his place 
to the expiration of his official term. 


SEC. 6. Rights and Duties of the Secretaries of Joint Synod.— 

a. The Secretaries shall announce the meeting of Synod two months 
in advance, shall record the minutes during the meeting, attend to their 
publication after their approval by the President, also to their distribu- 
tion, and deposit all important papers in the archives. 

b. The Secretaries shall keep a correct list of all district delegates 
and other members of Synod, stating whether they are voting or advisory 
members. 

¢. The Secretaries shall in the name of Synod prepare all papers 
and attest all documents, the German Secretary those in the German, the 
English Secretary those in the English language. 

d. In case of disability of the Secretary, or in case of his death, 
the President shall appoint another in his stead. 


SEC. 7. Rights and Duties of Treasurer of Joint Synod.— 

@. The Treasurer shall collect quarter-annually the quotas of the 
District Synods, pay out all properly appropriated sums and take receipts 
therefor, and at every meeting of Joint send, or when desired by the 
President, render an account. 

b. In case of disability of the ars or in case of his death, 
the President shall appoint another in his stead.

This committee shall look over all reports and 
other business coming before Synod, prepare necessary motions and res- 
olutions, and agree on an order of business. At the meeting of the Pre- 
liminary Committee also the Presidents of the different Boards and 
Institutions shall be present. 


SEC. 10. The Archives of Synod.— 

The Archives of Synod shall be kept in the Institution building at 
Columbus, O., and Archivist shall be the Housefather of said Institution. 
He shall keep and complete an Inventory of the Archives, have charge 
of all documents, such as minutes of Joint and District Synods, letters, 
opinions, etc., and arrange them according to years. He is not per- 
mitted to remove any document from the Archives without direction of 
the President, and shall be responsible for same to Synod. In his pres- 
ence any member of Synod shall have free access to the Archives. 


SEC. ll. Statistician of Synod.— 

The Synod elects a Statistician whose duty it shall be, to. publish 
annually in the church papers, based on the parochial reports, handed in 
at the District Synods, a statistical report concerning the growth and 
general activity of Synod.

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


a) Item 2, Paragraph IV a, pertaining to Lima College, 
after a lengthy discussion, was adopted. Prof. C. Ackermann, 
President of the Lima College, stated that he could readily ac- 
cept the propositions of the committee if it were not for the false 
impression they would make, as if Synod stood opposed to Lima 
College. That Lima College is at present a private institution 
is true, yet the initial steps which led to the establishing of this 
school were not of a- private character, but were taken in the 
English District, in which body the matter was discussed for sey- 
etal years. That Lima College works injuriously to any of our 
institutions, and especially Columbus, is certainly a misappre- 
hension; on the contrary, a number of students have been sent 


_ from Lima College to Columbus. That Lima College extended 


its course and introduced a classic, literary and scientific course, 
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the question: Does Lima College collect money in our congre- 
gations for its work? it was replied, that Lima does not collect 
money in our congregations as such, but only privately from indi- 
viduals. In this regard the authorities of Lima College have, 
in their judgment, not injured or crippled the work of our Syn- 
odical institutions. Yet it must be admitted that we have a right 
to collect money to educate our daughters as well as our sons. 

It was further said in this connection, that it is not the ob- 
ject of the proposed resolution to pass judgment upon Lima 
College, nor does any one suspect those brethren interested in 
Lima College of disloyalty to Synod, but there exists a differ- 
ence of judgment in regard to their right and privilege to collect 
money from individuals in our congregations. The object of 
this resolution is to emphasize the fact, that Lima College is not 
a Synodical, but a private institution, and that in its work it 
should not interfere with our Synodical institutions. 


SYNODICAL SEAL.
